"To see ourselves as others see us." 

This can easily bo done by gaining the 
impressions which we make upon ol hers 
en passant, or sojourning among us for 
a short period. Often these "impres- 
sions" are very interesting to those con- 
cerned as well as tho outside World. 
Take, for instance, a gentleman who has 
travelled the length and breadth of the 
Dominion, tlie States, particularly tho 
Western, and who has seen a great 
deal of European life, us has Mr. 
Octavina Newcorabe, who is now in the 
oily. It will readily be guessed fiom 
his inline, that lie ia the head of that 
large and prosperous firm which manu- 
factures I lie well-known Canadian piano, 
the Newfiombe, and whose head-quarters 
ere in Toronto, Out. Mr. Nowcombe 
was yesterday disturbed by that ubiqui- 
tous inlHction on humanity— a reporter. 
The gentleman was luxuriating in the 
shade of the Driard hall, and reading, 
what is good to read, Till: COLONIST.

ONLY NKED9 BRAINS AND INDUSTRY 

to make a successful venture out ben-. 
In the great North-West like in many of 
the Western States, they are rich in re 
gard to land, but if they could divide 
the industries up, say into four parts; 
one quarter coal, one quarter forest, one 
quui'ter iron, and one quarter agricul- 
tural land, the country would be far 
richer. This would represent British 
Columbia to my mind. The llritisli 
Columbian seems to be contented with 
Inking up Crown lands at a very nomi- 
nal ligtire, and holding town lota for a 
rise. So far as its natural resources un- 
concerned, the country should bu the 
til eat Britain of America. It has all 
that is required to build either a house, 
and its contents, or 11 'ship with its ma- 
chinery and requisite power. Analyse 
a ship uijd you liutl ''it composed of 
wood, iron and coal — British Columbia 
has all these. And the iron and coal 
together aro what have given to Great 
Britain its commercial supremacy. All 
that seems to he need, d here are 111. -n 
with enterprise to develop these re- 
sources. Lumber has been taken hold 
of, and many new mills are being estab- 
lished, and I am told that an American 
company has already begun to develop 
some iron mines in this province, 
combining the iron obtained here with 
their own und sending it back to 
Canada us pig iron. For so young a 
country, this is remarkably well ad- 
vanced in social, educational ami 
religious matters, takingas samples such 
new cilies as Vancouver and New West- 
minster. The building of a railway 
bridge across .Seymour Narrows is going 
to be a costly undertaking, but it seems 
to me that the 

PROSPERITY OK VICTORIA Is ASSURED 
as it ia, without that at all. The pros- 
pects of commerce with Australia ami 
Japan that will bo opened up as soon as 
the steamships are built, Victoria will 
be the first point of entry and the last 
point of departure, and on account of its 
accumulated capital, it will no doubl 
get an important share of the benefit to 
be derived. I look upon the fact of thin 
being the terminal city in the march 
westward. People coining to Vancou- 
ver will always like to come a little 
farther, but when they get to Victoria 
they'll have to stay or go buck be- 
cause they can't go any further, 
(hie thing I have noticed brought 
out in the newspapers here, und » Inch 
seems to m c to be singularly shortsight- 
ed — every one acknowledges that the 
low-lands mo particularly adapted i.. 
the growing of early crops, and the 
high lands to fruit culture, ami that it 
is very desirable 10 secure a farming 
class to raise the natural food pnnlii-ts 
of the country. Now the present stale 
of the tariff is such that any industrious 
farmer cannot fail to he successful. 
Picking out one product alone — hay— he 
gets $20 a ton for it, and lias no com- 
petition from the Northwest on account 
of the cost of freight ill bringing it 
down. Jf he Dims his attention to fruit 
ho has railway communication with I In- 
Canadian Northwest, where there is 
difficulty in raising it, and it would Olid 
a rich market there as well as here. 
Now, if, as they contend, the slight bar- 
rier to the introduction of American 
fruit .vcre raised, then the induct ment 
lo tho farmer to settle here would be 
removed. So it seems to me that ii is 
very desirable to let the eastern l inn 
( ra know what sort of a country this is 
10 as to

The same view I take in regard fouituiu- 
fuctures. Anyone that has looked into 
the subject knows that the growth 'd 
cities arises more frequently from i.he 
concentration of manufacturing inter- 
ests than from having good agricultural 
surroundings. And as British Colombia 
is so rich in timber and natural resources 
that are usually required in manufac- 
tures, it seems to me that the tariff, as 
it now stands, is eminently adapted to 
draw those interests here, if the natural 
advantages of the country arc brought 
with sufficient clearness before those 
who are engaged in those pursuits. It 
llritisli Columbia is ho rich in minerals 
as we are given to understand, it seems 
;i great pity that such enormous sums of 
llritisli capital should be allowed to go 
into mining in foreign countries like 
Africa and the United States, w hile a 
profitable work could bo done hero.

London, May 6.— The Prince and 
Princess of Wales, tho Ouke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh, the Duke of 
Cambridge, the Duko and Duchess of 
Teek, Prince and Princess Sobenloho, 
the Duke of Fife, tho Duke (of Argyle, 
the Conite de Paris, and a brilliant 
assemblage of lenders of all classes, were 
in attendance at the reception given 
Henry M. Stanley by the lloyal Geo- 
graphical Society, in Albert Hall to- 
night. The triumphant procession 
headed by the Prince of Wales and 
other loyalties, led Stanley and bis col- 
leagues into ihe hall, which was packed. 
As they entered, the assemblage rose en 
masse nnd applauded tho explorer. Tho 
president of the society welcomed Stan- 
ley ami his companions and presented 
them with medals. Stanley thanked the 
society on behalf of himself and col- 
leagues, and proceeded to narrate his 
adventures in Africa, assisted by a 
huge chiirl upon which be traced his 
route.

victims. Tims the Countess of L , a 

l.nly who previously to her dementia, 
was well known as a great leader in the 
court and official circles here, and whose 
husband died a few months ago, was 
shown by the testimony of certain ward- 
ers themselves to have been tied by her 
magnificent long hair to the window tree, 
,iiid after having been stripped, to have 
been Hogged and shamefully ill-treated 
by several male and female attendants. 
Joseph Von Zolifal, the well-known 
pianist, died in two hours after being 
subjected to a Hogging, in the course of 
which three of his ribs were broken. It 
is indeed the outcry made by bis widow 
which has forced the government to act 
in the matter. She insisted on tho sur- 
render of her husband's body by the 
asylum authorities, and caused it to be 
submitted to an autopsy, which revealed 
the traces of the terrible ill-treatment. 
Chehulser Von Schwatz, whoso brother 
recently went to the United States with 
a considerable amount of government 
money which -he bad embezzled while 
oc'upying a high position in the niinis- 
try of the interior, was likewise done to 
death iii the most shocking manner by 
the inhuman keeper. The revelations 
in connection with the affair have 
created tho most painful sensation 
throughout the empire, for the Press- 
burg asylum has always been regarded 
as the model establishment of its kind.

San FRANCISCO, May 0.— Messrs. W. 
F. Aiken .V E, M. Hatch, who are in- 
terested in mining operations in Mexico, 
have lately returned from that country. 
They report that railroad building is pro- 
gressing in all parts of the country, and 
a surveying party is now out on tho pro- 
jected Central American or "backbone" 
railroad that is to be run from the city 
of Mexico to Quito in Ecuador. Of the 
feasibility of tb I measure there is 110 
doubt. An immense hotel, to be run 
under the American fashion, is talked of 
in the Mexican capital to accommodate 
American and English tourists. Cou. 
cerning the union of the Central Ameri- 
can States, these gentlemen 3uid that 
very little was known of the novotnent 
in Mexico, [t is rumored there that 
there will soon he another revolution in 
Guatemala; but they did not wish to be 
quoted as originating this statement. 

Improving Hacrniuento Itlver. 

San Fran tstio, May (i. — There is 
some talk of calling together again the 
Sacramento river convention. The 
original object of this was to consider 
the ways and means for keeping the 
river in a navigable shape. When the 
convention closed several weeks ago, the 
adjournment was not sine die, but sub- 
ject to the call of the chair. That ses- 
sion of the 'convention sent delegates 
to Washington, and largely through 
their efforts the bill now before con- 
gress appropriating SHU, 000 was framed. 
This bill provides for the commission of 
engineers to investigate mutters, and 
the coming session of the convention w ill 
probably provide for furnishing in- 
formation to this commissian. By 
reason of the agitation following 
the Paine break in the river during the 
past winter a fund of $40,000 in the 
hands of ihe war department engineers 
was made available for repairing the 
break temporarily. In accordance with 
instructions, Major lieur lust week let 
the contract to repair the levee. A 
double row of piles will be driven and 
brush and rock filled between. Mean- 
while fully one half of the river's cur- 
rent enters the breuk and much of the 
country between Sacramento and Davis- 
ville remains under water. In places 
now only the tops of orchard trees can 
be seen, and of four-rail fences only the 
top rail ia visible.

San Francisco, May 0. — The tele- 
graphic announcement to the effect that 
Dwyer Bros., of New York, were ready 
and willing to back Jim Corbett against 
any man in tho world for any amount 
from $1,000 to SoO.OOO, has delighted 
the members of the Olympic club. Cor- 
bett, in their minds, is the champion of 
the world.

ABOUT REOI F&UGITY, 

The Oregoniuo ays that public opin- 
ion in the United .States makes only a 
very feeble response to the declaration 
of the recent pan -.American congress in 
favor of reciprocity treaties between 
this country and the Spanish Republics. 
It goes on lo argue that reciprocity with 
neighboring nations is not beneficial to 
the United Slates as a whole. In prooj 
of this assertion it declares that "it was 
proved fallacious in the case of Canada. 
Reciprocity with the Dominion simply 
opened our markets to her raw materi- 
als without materially increasing Iter 
demand lor our manufactures. Tin 
benefits of the reciprocity were all on 
one side." This Statement shows lio »v 
readily even intelligent people are de- 
ceived by a misrepresentation. They 
too frequently repeat what they have 
heard without enquiring whether it in 
true or false. The Oregonian ought to 
know that there has never been a 
reciprocity treaty between the Domin- 
ion of Canada and the United States. 
The Domini. in of Canada had no ex- 
istence when the reciprocity treaty was 
entered into between Great Britain and 
the United States. What is now the 
Dominion was then a number nf separ 
ate provinces, which, for purposes of 
trade, were as widely separated from 
euch other as they were fro. a the 
United States. The reciprocity treaty 
of ISo-t was beneficial to t he United 
States, perhaps, more beneficial than it 
was to the Provinces of British America. 
A reference to the trade statistics for 
the twelve years in which the treaty 
was in force, proves this beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. 

A trade was then established between 
the Provinces which now form the 
Dominion, which has continued to 
flourish in spite of national jealousies 
and hostile tariffs. 

That treaty was abrogated at the 
instance of the United States, 
not for commercial reasons, but 
on grounds that were almost 
purely rtenti ntal. During the 

oivil war many in British America fav- 
vored the South, and were very demon- 
strative in the expression of their 
sympathy. This the people of the 
United States resented in the Trent af- 
fair, and the Alabama difficulty also 
caused the relations between the United 
Sutes and Ureal Britain to be strained. 
It is well known that there was at tin- 
close of the war in the United States, 
particularly in the north and east, a 
strong feeling of resentment against 
Great Britain and Canada, audit was 
because this feeling was so active and so 
general that Congress, at the earliest 
day possible, gave the required notice 
of its intention to abrogate tho Recipro- 
city Treaty. 

It must bo remembered, too, that tin 
reciprocity under that Treaty was a 
partial reciprocity, n reciprocity of 
natural products only, and when tin 
Oregonian objects that it did not in 
crease Canada's demand for the manu- 
factures of the United States, it finds 
fault with it for not doing what it was 
never intended to do. But even in this 
our contemporary is wrong, for the de- 
mand for American manufacture .1 goods 
on this side of tho lino was quite con- 
siderable, and ii went on increasing 
oven after tin; Treaty was abrogated. 
One of the strongest arguments used by 
advocates of a protective tniill' in Can 
ads was that the .Americans were mak- 
ing a slaughter market of the Dominion 
for its surplus manufactures, and by 
this means were making it impossible for 
manufactures to he carried on profitably 
in Canada. 

Wo are a little surprised to see a 
United States newspaper dispani^inv 
reciprocity. The United States affords 
the most brilliant example of the good 
results of reciprocity in trade that is t. 
be seen in the world. Tito trade reci- 
procity that exists between the different 
States of the Union is without doubl 
one of the chief causes of tho wealth and 
the prosperity id' the whole coimtiy. 
Californians do not enter into a minute 
calculation respecting the value of till 
commodities they send lo Oregi n, 
Neither do we see any thing in the Ore- 
gonian about the balance of tr.ule be- 
tween Onym and California, and il Is 
the same bet .veen each Slide and all the 

others. Trade between them is as free 
as tlio winds that blow over the contin- 
ent, and "von freer, lor there arc no oh 
stacles to prevent its taking its natural 
course.

HALFUUIi'S BILL. 

The Irish Land Bill is the main topic 
of discussion among politicians in Great 
Britain just now. It is a scheme to 
enable the tenants of Ireland to pur 
chase their holdings from the pro- 
prietors. Tho Government is to advance 
the purchase money and the tenant is to 
pay the Government by instalments; 
the period of payment is to extend over 
forty-nine years. The sale and purchase 
are to be voluntary. The bill, as far as 
we can learn, is not liked by either the 
landlords or the tenants. The land- 
lords think it is too favorable to I he 
tenantry and the tenants denounce it as 
a landlords' bill. Being condemned by 
both the parties concerned, it might 
iie thought t" be BC impructiuilhlu meas- 
ure, but Ihat is not the opinion which 
competent men who have studied it 
carefully have formed of it. It is re- 
garded by many as fair to all concerned 

-to the British taxpayer, to the Irish 
tenant, and to the Irish landlord. The 
bill is Mr. Balfour's, and he, by i lie 
way in which be defends it, has raised 
himself in t lie estimation of men of all 
parties. 

The Secretary for Ireland is a grow- 
ing num. lie was first looked upon as 
ix kind of political dude. But it was 
soon found that he was a man of un- 
bending will unci an opponent 
whom it was dangerous to attack. Il< 
is fast developing into a statesman 
whose ability commands the respect 
of even his most bitter opponents. His 
friends are, of course, delighted to see 
him working his way to the front. 

His Irish Land Purchase Bill, how- 
ever, does not, by any means, please 
i hem all. At a meeting of the Fer- 
managh landlords held in the Eunis- 
killen Court-house on the 5th ol last 
month, not one of tho speakers ex- 
pressed himself favorable to the measure, 
while there were many wdio condemned 
it in very strong terms indeed. The 
Earl of Bclmoro, who presided, went so 
tar as to say that it was " an honest at- 
tempt to take another step toward set- 
tling*the land question; but neither Mr. 
Balfour, nor anyone else, could finally 
lettle it." Another noble lord criti- 
cised it sharply and declared it ought to 
be called "A bill to facilitate tho expul- 
sion of tho English garrison from [re- 
laud." Mr. J. C C. Porter "appealed 
to English and Scotch members not to 
puss, without any due cause, this vio- 
lent measure, which was sure to load to 
measures ' of similar violence in their 
own country." Mr. Montgomery char, 
icterized it as "an apple to discord, 
which was quite unnecessarily thrown 
between the two classes" (landlords and 
tenants). He also said: "Had half the 
ingenuity displayed in securing the Bri- 
tish taxpayer from risks w hich he ought 
to be ashamed to shirk, been devoted to 
devising tho means to smooth the 
working of tho measure and to do 
iome sort of justice to the land- 
lord by enabling him to get a fair 
equivalent for the holding value 
of bis property in good districts, without 
requiring special payment from tenants 
in such districts, the bill might have 
been an acceptable one.'' 

If the opinion of these Fermanagh 
landlords is tho one that has been formed 
of Mr. Balfour's bill by Irish landlords 
generally, it will have to be admitted 
'.hat it could not have been drawn up 
with the view ol increasing his popula 
ity and the popularity of the Goven 
ment with that class of the electorate i 
Ireland. The truth seems to be tiiat 1 
• lid not seek to please either landlord < 
tenant, lint to devise a measure which 
would be fair to both, end which would 
have the effect of settling the land ques 
lion in that greatly disturbed country.

' Chancellorship. 

A Devlin cable special to the Now 
York World, under date of April 
has tho following : The true history 
n,' the mi il ure between I'rinco liis- 
inarok and t he Emperor is just coming 
out, though as yol 11 isonly whispered 
in dark corners, Bismarck's confiden- 
tial friends who havu visited him at 
Fiiedricksruhe says that the ex-chan- 
cellor is folly aware that his dis-t'TO 1 . 
is directly duo to the hatred of the 
Empress Frederick, and that he is 
watching his import unity for revenge. 
When he strikes he will strike hard. 

Bismarck's dismissal was the last 
shot Bred in the bitter duel which has 
been waging for years between the 
ex-empress and Dismarck. The ex- 
empress is one of the cleverest women 
in Europe. Throughout thu whole of 
her married life her ascendancy over 
her husband wasabsoluto. From the 
moment of her arrival in Germany 
Bismarck recognized her ability and 
saw that her influence over the crown 
prince, coupled with her strong Eng- 
lish leanings, would make her a pow- 
erful opponent. 

Bismarck's practice in life has been 

to crush his opponents. He could Hot. 
destroy the crown princess. His dis- 
like of hei, therefore, became hatred, 
which the princess returned in fullest 
measure. This mutual aversion de- 
veloped into rancorous feud. Bis- 
marck's influence over the present 
emperor caused a complete estrange- 
ment hetwecii the young prince and 
his parents, TllO princess, on the 
other hand, did all in her power to 
undermine the chancellor's authority 
and succeeded in frustrating many of 
his plans. 

To 1m- an enemy of Bismarck was a 
;. to her favor. At, one 
ck determined to stop 
■:, and intercepted her 
cspondence, a fact of 
which she complained bitterly and 
warned her family. Tho climax was 
capped when Bismarck sent Prince 
William to San Homo to force his 
dying father to Bign a deed 
of abdication in his favor. But in this 
scheme the ehancelloi was defeated by 

the Princess Royal. II s emissary re- 
turned empty-handed. On Frederick's 
accession to the throne the empiess' 
li rat act was to secure the removal ol 
the minister of the interior, lien von 
Puttkatner, the chancellor's chief 
ally. 

Soon after Frederick's death the 
empress, by the publication of her 
husband's d ary. aimed the severest 
blow at. Bismarck's reputation that 
he had eve received. Mcanwh le :■ 
complete rapprachemeui was brought 
about between the emperor anil his 
mo her, who, aided by the sympathy 
and support oi her family in England, 
wasst ll further able to undermine 
the chancellor's position and to 
estrange him from the young em- 
peror. 

Bismarck can now clear'y trace the 
hand of England's Queen and 
the PrilCO of Wales ill the 

forces which worked to his downfall. 

The s: nkes in Westphalia furnished 

the ever-watchful Empress with the 
chance for a fresh blow a' her arch- 
enemy. It was a: her imtatICO that 
her personal friend, Hiitzpeter, was 
made chief of the private bureau in 
vestigation, whose reports were dia- 
metrica ly opposed to Bismarck's. 
Later tin- Empress's opposition, 

though manifested in more trivial 
things, was none the less bitter or 
aorei Through her royal English re- 
latives she his gradually gained al- 
most as complete a eon ml over hei 
son as she had over her husband and 
has succeeded in swamping Bismarck 
with a petticoat, governmi lit. 

No one knows better than Bis- 
marck that he has been defeated by a 
smart woman, end he winces u der it, 
but he will soon strike back and pos- 
sibly very so, mi.

A CATAMOUNT'S LEAP. 

It Was to Death, H"t Through No Fault 
of tho Animal's AKility. 

"I'vo seen it disputed in the papers that 
a wild-cat, or catamount, can mr-Jte a leap of 
twenty-live foot," said a resident of Sulli- 
van County to a Now York Bun reporter, 
"and 1 would like to ment ion what I saw a 
wild-cat do once. I was trout llsliing on 
one of the upper tributaries of the Beaver- 
kill, and had clambered down into a deep 
ravine to get at u tempting pool at tho foot 
of a fall, whero I wus sure my casts would 
be rewarded by tho killing of some big 
trout. I was not mistaken as to that, 1 
hud landed four trout, tho smallest one, 
eighteen inches long, and sat down to 're il 
the pooh' Both sides of the ravine were 
perpendicular walks of rook, probably 
twenty-five feet high. The summit of the 
wall on the side of the creek opposite to mo 
sloped back gradually from its edge for 
several feet to a heavy growth of pine. 

"As I was sitting at the bottom of the 
ravino'l happened to glance up to the top of 
tho rocks opposite me, and saw a hen 
pheasant accompanied by her nnwly hatched 
brood como out of tho pines antl scratch and 
peok her way along the sloping open space, 
hunting 1 food for her young which clus- 
tered closely about, her. The pheasant 
came close to tho edge of the precipice, and 
it seemed to me that she was placing her 
brood in a most dangerous position, when 
she turned as if to walk back with them to 
tho pines. The instant _sho turned some- 
thing like a shadow flitted across the top of 
the ravine, and half a second later 1 saw an 
enormous wild-eat clinging to tho etlge of 
the. opposite wall by his fore feet, holding 
the pheasant between his jaws. Tho wild- 
eat struggled for a moment to drag himself 
from tho edge of tho abyss to a sure foot 
ing on the top oi the rocks, but his etTort, 
was In vain, and he came crashing down 
tho face of tho precipice, still holding the 
luckless pheasant in his jaws. Ho fell 
with a splash in tho water, aud lay mot ion 
less at the edge of the pool. 

"I suppose that the animal had been 
watching tbhe pheasant from the bushes on 
top of the rocks opposite where the bird had 
appeared with her brood, and at bis oppor- 
tunity had leaped across to seize her, 
but had misjudged the distance and fallen 
short, with the result so fatal to bun. 

"The whirl of the water brought the wild- 
cat around in a short time to the side where 
I was standing, and as I was bending down 
to examine him I saw a man with a gun 
scrambling down tho rocks. The inun soon 
reached my shle, and 1 then learned that ho 
had shot tho Wild-cat as the animal was fly- 
ing across the chasm upon his prey. Sure 
enough, just at the base of tho animal's 
brain Was tho hole made by the rifle hall. 
The hunter had been following the wild-cat 
for somo time, and had lost track of him, 
but oaine near tho edge of the ravme in 
timo to see him make ins leap and 
followed him with tho bullet. It win 
that which had stopped the animal short in 
tho tremendous leap It had calculated on or 
it would have cleared the space Willi safely 
and doubtless with ease. The wild-cat, win 
in reality almost in his death throei 
when ho struck the pheasant, which lie 
clung to with the clutch of death, and still 
hold in his mouth when we dragged him 
outof the water. We measured the width 
of tho chasm across which the wild-cat hail 
made his death leap. Tho measuremeni 
was forty-three feet.

The reduction of the U. S. national 
bank currency from §320,000,000 ten 
years ago to less than 8240,001), 00 
to-day ia, it it is contended, leading 
to the birth of a number of schemes 
to supply the deficiency. The latest, 
the offspring of Senator Hiscock, uf 
New York, proposes a new issue of 
legal lenders based on property. Tho 
hill authorises the national banks to 
apply for and the general governmen' 
to grant them an apparently unlimited 
amount of new national bank notes, 
which are to be a legal lender, on the 
deposit of State, railroad or municipal 
bonds, first mortgages on real estate, 
or warehouse receipts for pig-iron, 
cotton or wheat. Under the existing 
law the holder of United States may 
take them to Washington, an 1 the 
governmen' is required to lend him 
on demand national bank notes for '.10 
per cent, of their face value — such 
notes not being a legal tender, but 
l>eing redeemable by_the Treasury in 
legal tenders on demand. Under the 
Hiscock bill, Stale, railroad, ami 
municipal bunds, real estate and mer- 
chandise ate to bo placed on the same 
footing as United States bonds and to 
serve as the basis of a legal tender cur- 
rency. 

The C S. public debt statement 
shows the gfossdebt on April SOthj 
$1^595,842,297.41, aud the net debt 
$1,015,520,770.28, a reduction of S7,- 
630,901.72 since March 31st, and of 
861,125,851.18 since June 30th lust. 
Treasurer Houston's statement shows 
assets of §71 L\ 453, '-TiO. 18 and liabili- 
ties of §053,310. 168.98. The surplus 
is $35,930,622.91, exclusive of frac- 
tional coin. Tho receipts of the gov- 
ernment during April were §34.017,- 
041.40 and expenditures $29,907- 
923.74. 

COMUEItCIAL, 

Drugs are generally high. New crop 
Jamaica ginger is coming in freely, 
but prices are sustained. Citric acid 
has been advanced 2 cents by the 
manuf icturors. Cream of tartar and 
tartaric at id are m plentiful supplj 
but. in only limil/Od orde '• In all pro 
liability, however, tin: old prices will 
be maintained, as there is in special 

anxiety to sell, as wo have before said. 

The retail price of camphor this 
spring is twice what it. was in former 
years, because new uses have been 
found for it. Celulloid, which is coin- 
ing into wide use, is composed of cam- 
phor and gun-cotton, a large quantity 
of gum being used in its manufacture. 
One of the constituent parts of smoke- 
less powder is camphor, on which ac- 
count the demand is enorm us. The 
Japanese camphor forests are at pre- 
sent tho only source from which Cam- 
phor can bo obtained in quantity, 
while the existing demand is so much 
greater than the available supply that 
there will BOi o be no camphor in the 
world u' the muki rs ofsmokoleBS pow- 
der do not discovor another substance 

to take its place. 

Fish is in rather more limited sup- 
ply, stocks being mainly confined t<> 
cod. salmon, halibut and oulacliari, 
tho latter being worth lOo and 1:2 Ac. 

Drygoods have experienced a good 
sorting up trade in all lines of season- 
able goods. .Money has come in well, 
and values are sustained with a ten- 
dency to higher prices. Travelers re- 
port, a satisfactory feeling in the 
country districts, which is the char-

In Hardware, the business of tho 

season has been an improvement on

builders' hardware takes a prominent 
place. The production of pig iron, 

bo 1 1 1 on t ins sole ami in ( 1 reat Britain, 
continues very heavy. 

The Grocery trade, as concerns dis- 
tribution from this point, is a great 
improvement upon that of l ist season, 
the demand being of a general char- 
acter, and purchasers are dispose. 1 to 
buy freely, while they are fair y well 
Up with their, payments. Asa rule, 

prices continue steady. In Now fork 
and at ether distributive centres, 
law sugars are in good request, refin- 
ers having considered that the prices 
fully justified thom in laying in 
stocks. Refined are also active and 
strong. Mr. Liohf rained his estimate 
of the beet crop 40,000 tons, but the 
increase had li tie or no effect! upon 
values. Since January 1 tiie receipts 
of beef sugar at New York have in- 
creased over 100,000 tons compared 
with the same period during I88!». 
Slock in all hands increased 8,871 
tons, and is now almost tho same as 
at this time last year, while consump- 
tion has increased nearly 50,000 tons 
on the Brat three months pf 1800 as 
compared with last year. Tho total 
>jtock held in all the principal coun- 
tries is put at 1,404,795 tons against 
894,866, last year. In the east tho 
position of canned vegetables is get- 



by no means remote of scarcity before 
the new supplies come in. San Fran- 
cisco advices inform us that in what 
are considered tho representative 
counties, despite tho excessive rains 
Wliioh materially delayed seeding and 
damaged the cereal products, there 
will be an enormous yield of fruit of 
the vory best quality. It is, however, 
worthy of note that several wheat 
counties havo announced a decrease 
in acreage sown of from one- 
quarter to one-half. Tho yield 
of oranges, raisins and grapes is the 
largest on record, but peaches and 
almonda do not promise nearly as 
well. There is a good outlook for 
canning. 

Meats of all kinds continue firm at 
unchanged prices, supplies being so 
far sufficient for all requirements. 
Homo rendered lard is scarce, while 
lamb is not so plentiful as it ia natural 
to expect. At. western centres cattle 
havo advanced 20@30 per cent., while 
hoga have undergone a decline of 
about 10 per cent. 

Lumber is firm, and building mate- 
rials generally are sought after, tho 
local lumber mills having very con- 
siderable orders on hand. 

Leather is dearer, and in conse- 
quence no diminution is to be ex- 
pected in the values of boots and 
shoes or harness, which are firmly 
held. 

In Ontario, German and Bohemian 
sugar beet seed has been successfully 
sown, and, if the expectations are rea- 
lized, 7,000 acres will bo cultivated 
next year, a quantity that would 
yield equal to the entire Canadian im- 
portation of raw sugar. 

In the opinion of tho San Francisco 
Alta, with free sugar in the United 
States, an enormous export trade in 
refined sugar can be built up, while 
the homo market can be effectually 
held by the American refiners. 

According to the Philadelphia 
Record, a corn-starch trust has been 
formed, capital §10,000,000, with 
nineteen factories in it. The trust 
owes its life to tho duties on corn- 
starch and the ingredients of which it 
is composed. There ia a duty of 2 
cents a pound on imported starch. 
The McKinloy bill increases the 
duties on dex'riue, burnt starch, gum 
subs ittttea or British gum, from 30 to 
00 per cent. 

It is announced that tho Vander- 
bilts are likely to secure control of the 
(ireat Northern at the coining elec- 
tion and will extend it to f'uget 
Sound from Chicago, via Chicago, ,-t. 
Paul, and Omaha; thence by the 
Seattle, Lako Shore and Eastern, on 
which the (Jreat Northern has ninety 
days option to purchase. The Chicago 
and Northwestern will be extended to 
San Francisco, connections being 
made at St. l'aul with the Great 
Northern by a line from Southern 
Idaho. 

It ia announced that well-known 
Western States capitalists, in con- 
junction with the Armours and other 
packers, intend to at mice estab ish 
immense packing-houses in San Fran- 
cisco. In their opinion butchering 
on the Pacilic is still carried on in 
the primitive way, and it is easy to 
see the practicability of their scheme. 
A few millions of dollars have been 
secured, and they have not only de- 
cided on a San Francisco plant, bu 
also on smaller establishments in dif- 
ferent sections, possibly one at least 
in the State ot Washington.

Says the Cincinnatti Prices Cur- 
rent, tho movement of hogs is large 
for tho time of year, and is probably 
duo to some extent to tho inducements 
offered by current prices, which are 
much hotter than earlier calculations, 
and higher than is expected for the 
near future. A largo run of hogs has 
been counted on for May mid Juno, 
and if the present movement is to be 
maintained it will undoubtedly tend 
to Borne curtailment of the supplies 
expected for a later period within the 
next sixty daya. It is difficult to 
judge of the near future in matter of 
tendency of values. The trade has 
been more or less unsettled by the 
recent sharp advance, and the reaction 
has not been unlooked for. Values 
are at a point calculated to maintain a 
'iirgo export distribution of product, 
and although the season is now at 
hand when enlarging manufacture for 
a few weeks ia the natural course of 
things, the situati in does not seem to 
be unfavorable to prices being well 
sustained, 

Wheat in Chicago has latterly been 
much excited, t.hu "bulls" and the 
''bears" having "worked the racket" 
for all it was worth. In consequence 
not a small amount of money has 
changed bands. Monday was an- 
other excit ed, erratic day. The mar- 
ket for wheat opened 2j("3e. lower on 
r. ports of rains throughout the North- 
west. Prominent operators, however, 
sustained the market with free pur- 
chases and the tide turned, causing a 
rally of 3Jc. for July. The price 
again declined to Ue. fluctuated 3c. 
lower for May, '2\v for June and |c. 
for July than Saturday's close.

The Fate of the lark Nellie May aud Her 
Crew— Names of the Lost lien, 

The finding of the piece of the 
stem; w'th the name "No lie May " 
painted thereon, by tho tug Lome off 
Cape Flattery, sets at rest ill] doubt 
of the fate of that vessel an I her ill- 
fated crew. 

Tho Nellie May loft Port Madison, 
January 23d, bound for San Fran- 
cisco. She was lumber laden and 
perfectly sound as far as anyono liv- 
ing knows. Tho last »eou or heard of 
tho vessel was when she passed out of 
the Straits of Juan do Fuba. Not 
arriving at San Francisco in tho usual 
course of time, some worry was caused 
her owners and tho families of thoao 
on board. Evory offort was made to 
trace hor course and learn something 
of her possible fato. 

The weather which prevailed off 
tho coast during the latter part of 
January and the early part of Febru- 
ary was unusually severe, aud it was 
generally supposed that she had been 
driven off her usual course and would 
turn up safe sooner or later. These 
hopes failed to materialize, however. 
Largo quantities of drift lumber, and, 
on one occasion, ft part of a ship's 
boat, drifted ashore oil the west coasts 
of Washington and of Vancouver 
[aland, but tho hope Btill prevailed as 
to tho safoty of the vessel and hor 
orew, She'eatried a dock load of 30, - 
000 feet of lumber, and it was sup- 
posed that perhaps the fastening broke 
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net ion. 

Buyers look for further concessions, 
the supplj' from the coast and iirit- 
isli Columbia mines being ample to 
meet the consumption of the season.

Tho great, ma- 
jority of such buyers wish to invest 
from $20,000 to $40,000. 

A few months ago, gold commanded 
a premium of 230 in Buenos Ayres. 
The report that an English syndicate 
is about 10 buy one of the govern 
ment roads, and thus throw a large 
amount of gold into the country, has 
reduced the premium to 140, but there 
are atill daily fluctuations that havo a 
demoralizing influence, 

In the United States, according to 
the report of the Bureau of Statistics, 
there ia an excess of §15,000,000 in 
imports and exports for the .first three 
months of 1800, being four times the 
amouut of tlu excess for i he corres- 
ponding months of last year. For 
tho nine months of the fiscal year tho 
excess of imports was 8112,000,000. 
or three times the amount of the cor- 
responding period preceding. 

According to the Mark Lane Ex- 
preaa, the weather in Great Britain 
lias been favorable, and ihe prospect 
is that wheat will meet tho expecta- 
tions of growers. The market has 
boon firm, largely in sellers' favor, 
and slightly higher. Foreign wheat 
and Hour have been slower than ex- 
pected, owing to heavy imports. 
California advanced six pence. India 
advices are against buyois. The de- 
Soienoy is estimated at 37 million 
quarters. Russia is shipping freely 
and the weather this spring has 
favored growth in Eastern Europe. 
Corn is dearer. Data are strongly in 
sellers' favor. 

The Montreal Trade Bulletin in n 
recent iasuc said that judging from the 
new cheese factories that will stan, 
this spring, it is natural to conclude 
that the manufacture of cheese is 
profitable.

FROM WESTERN ALASKA. 

Arrival of the Alaska Commercial Co.'s 
Steamer St. Paul. 

The Alaska Commercial Co.'s 
steamer St, Paul, Capt.Erskine, seven 
days from Ounalaeka, a: rived at Port 
Townsend Monday afternoon. The 
St. Paul left San Francisco April 30, 
with lumber and supplies for the c un- 
pany'g canneries. She touchod at 
Kodiak, Afognak, Unga and Oun- 
alaaka, and from the latter port came 
to Port Townsend direct. She i^oes 
from there to Nanaimo to coal, and 
from I here to San Francisco. 

Capt. Erakine says that tho weather 
north is simply grand, and the pros- 
pects for a yood run of salmon are 
encouraging, The run to the west- 
ward does not commence until June 
L. New canneries are beiiif; built on 
several of the islands, and prepara- 
tions are being made for a large catch, 

The St. Paul took north with her a 
large quantity of lumber, which is to 
be used ill the const ruction of school 

houses. These buildings are being 
erected by tho United States govern- 
ment, and tho contractor' who has tho 
work was a passenger on the vessel. 

The people are seemingly indiffer- 
ent concerning the change in the 
companies controlli l; the seal islands, 
although they are more directly 
affected than other parts of Alaska.

Tho intelligence brought by tho 
Lome makes all these things clear. 
The bark met heavy weather, and 
probably became water-logged a- d the 
men were forced to resort to the 
boais as the last hope of saving their 
lives. Tho life-boats proved of no 
use, however, as the part of tho one 
washed ashore on Vancouver Island 
testifies, and the thirteen souls-on 
hoard now find resting-places at the 
bottom of the sea, or ere now have 
met tho horrible fato of furnishing 
food for the man-eating shark i and 
other lishes. 

A wreck report 1ms been bled at the 
custom house at Port Townsend by 
the agent, who says : "No definite in- 
formation of the vessel has bee i re- 
ceived from tho tinm of leaving the 
Straits. We have indulged the hope 
that tho master, officers and men wore 
saved, picked up, or were on Vancou- 
ver Island." 

The bark Nellie May was built at 
Newcastle, Mo., in 1807. She was of 
699 t"iia register and 1-18 feet long, 
feet breadth, and 20 feet depth of 
hold. She was valued at §10,000 and 
only partly insured. The owners of 
the vessel were U. P. Sayward, of 
Port Madison, K. M. Herr ck, of San 
Francisco, and Axtell Austin, of Port 
Madison, the last named being master 
' f the wrecked vessel. The cargo of 
lumber was valued at $7,600 and was 
uninsured. The vessel was built of 
wood and was registered from Port 
Townsend to engage in the coastwise 
trade. 

The vessel had on board, when she 
left Port Madison, thirteen men, all 
told. They were, as far as known, as 
follows: 

Axtell Austin, master; J. D, Nil- 
son, first mate; C. Wright, second 
mate; J. E. Perkins, Gabriel Larson, 
Edward White, Paul Pitters, Otto O. 
Naseh, P. Pitterson, John Bowers', 
seamen. Also the cook, steward and 
one seaman, names unknown. 

1 1 is not known whether any of the 
above have families, but it ia reported 
that Captain Austin had a wife and 
two children, living either at Port 
Madison or San Francisco, to mourn 
his loss.

WHEREAS ITIS EXPEDIENT THAT 
all lands or parcels of l.in'ls wlihln 
the Oity of Victor! i upon which taxes lmve 
been due and fn arrcar 'for two years shall 
bo told and the prOCO ds ep.lieU n [he 
reduction ot such Inxes; 

Bo It therefore enacted by tho Mayor 
and Aldormon of tho Cor; oration of tht 
City of Victoria :- 

1. Tho Collector of the M' nicipnl Council 
of tho City of Victoria ii hereby authorized 
and directed, whensoever axes OB any land 
havj been due for two years preceding the 
current year, t o submit to thu Mayor of 'In- 
City of Victoria a !!st In duplicate of nil the 
lands liable under tho proviaiuna of tins 

Bylaw to bo sold for taxes, with tho amount 
of arrears pgalnst en :h lot set oppusito to 
tho same ; and the Mayor shall authenticate 
such lists by aillxinur thereto the seal of tho 
Corporation and his signature, and one of 
such lists shall be deposited with tbo clerk 
of tho Corporation and the other shull ho 
returned to the Collector with a warrant 
thereto annexed under tho hand of tho 
Mayor aud ti e seal of tho Corporation, 
commanding liim 'o levy upon tho land for 
the arrears d ue thereon, with his costs. 

2. It shall not bo the duty of the Collector 
to niako inquiry before effecting a sale of 
landa for taxes to ascei lain whether or not 
there is any distress upon tho land; nor 
shall he be bound to inquire into or form 
any opinion of the value of t ho land. 

3. Tho Collector shall prepare a copy of 
the list of lands to be sold and shall Include 
therein, in a separate column, a statement 
of the proportion of costs chargeable on 
eacli lot for advertising and for the com- 
missions authorized by this By-law to be 
liaid to Him, and shall cause such list to be 
published in some daily paper in the City 
of Victoria for a period of three months 
preceding such intended sale. 

I. The advertisement shall contain a noti- 
Heat ion that unless the arrears and coats 
are sooner paid ho will proceed to sell the 
lands for the taxes on a day, a time, and at 
a place named in the advertisement. 

5. Tho Collector shall, at least three 
months before the time of side, also deliver 
to or deposit in the post ollieo to the 
address of the owner of such property 
which is to bo sold for taxes as aforesaid, 
or to tho agent of such owner, a notice in 
writing of tho amount of taxes due and 
that the properly is U be sold for arrears 
so due, und in caso the address of the 
owner or agent is unknown a notice to the 
same etl'ect shall be posted upon the land 
Intended to be sold ; and also, at least three 
months before the time of sale, post a notice 
similar to thoabove advertisement in sonic 
convenient and public places, that is to any, 
at tho Council Chambers, Victoria, and in 
the I'ost Office building, Victoria. 

6. The day of salo shall be tho ninetieth 
day after tho publication of such list ex- 
clusive of the day of such publication, ex- 
cept ill case the said ninetieth day shall 
fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such salo shall take place on the following 
day, at tho Council Chambers In the City 
of Victoria, und shall begin at twelve 
o'clock noon. 

7. If at any time appointed for the sale 
of the lands no bidders appear, tho Collector 
may adjourn the sale from time to time. 

8. If the taxes have not been previously 
collected, or if no one appears to pay the 
same at the time and place appointed for 
the sale, the Collector shall sell at public 
auction so much of the land as may be 
sulllcient to discharge the taxes and all 
lawful charges incurred in and about the 
sale and the collection of tho taxes, selling 
in preference such part as he may consldei 
best for the owner to sell first ; and in 
offering such lands for salo it shall not be 
necessary to describe particularly the por- 
tion of the lot or section which shali bc3oid. 
but it will be sulllcient to sty that he will 
sell so much of the lot or section as shail be 
necessary to secure the payment of the 
taxes due, and the amount of taxes s'ated 
in the advertisement shall in all cases be 
prima facie evidence of the correct amount 
due. 

it. If the Collector fails nt tuch solo to 
sell such Innd for thofall nmuuntof arrears 
of the taxes due, he sh 11 at such sale ad- 
journ tho same until a day to be publicly 
named by him. not in. Her than one week 
nor later, than thieo months thereafter, of 
which adjourned sale he shall give notice 
by advertis :ment in oueo the local papers 
In which tho original notice wasadverttsi d, 
and on such day he shall sell such lands for 
any sum he can realize, and shall nceopt 
such sum as full payment for such urreara 
of taxes. 

10. If the purchaser of any property or 
pn.'cti of land fails immediately to pay to 
tho Collector tho amount of the purchase 
money, the Collector shall forthwith again 
nut up the property for salo. 

II. Immediately after every salo. the 
Collector shall return, a list of the arrears 
satisfied by such salo to the Clerk of tho 
Corporation, tin 1 shall at the same tiuio 
pay in tho proceeds of such salo to the 
Treasurer of the said Corporation, 

12. Tho Collector, after selling any land 
for taxes, shall give a certificate under his 
hand to tho purchase. , s'ating distinctly 
what part or portion, as tho ease may ' ■. 
of the hind, and what interest therein have 
been sold, or stating that tho wholo lot, 
section or estate has been so sold, and 
describing the same, and also stating the 
quantity of land, tho sum for which it has 
been sold and the expenses of sale, and 
further stating that a deed conveying the 
same to tho purchaser or his aligns 
according to tho nature of tho estate or 
interest sold, will be executed by him, and 
the Mayor, on his or their demand at any 
time after tho expiration of one year from 
tho duto of tho certificate, if the land be 
not previously redeemed. 

13. The Collector shall bo entitled to five 
per centum commission upon tho sums 
collected by him as aforesaid. 

14. This By law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Victoria Rual Estate Tax 
Salo Uy-law, 1,*D<1,"
